They have not a 
friend in the world. 
Our only 
friends are ourselves." 
After malcing war on the world, 
naturally Germany has no “ friends,” 
in the sense of emotional affection, 
and will not have them in this 
generation. 
But that is not what 
Ludendorff means. 
He does not care how people 
feel. 
He is interested 
only 
in 
what they do. 
And in that sense 
Germany might easily have asso 
ciates and supporters. 
England and America, the 
two 
most powerful countries 
in 
the 
world, are openly 
favorable 
to 
Germany’s side of the present con 
troversy. 
They will take that side 
In action, if opportunity presents 
to do so without producing more 
harm than good. 
That is as near 
to being “ friends” as Ludendorff 
could comprehend in any event 
But what Ludendorff means is 
r.one of this. He is merely parrot­ 
ing the “ own fist” doctrine which 
he and his like were preaching 
even before the war. 
Long before 
Germany had 
forfeited the emo­ 
tional affections of mankind, its 
militarists were 
proclaiming 
its 
friendlessness, not as a fault, but 
as a virtue. 
“ Germany 
has 
no 
friends,” said a German exchange 
professor, stranded in America, in 
1915. 
“ We have never had any 
friends, we never expect to have 
any friends, and we are proud of 
it. 
Girt about by enemies, we rely 
on our own fist, and on nothing 
else.” 
Great applause! 
It is a dangerous doctrine, for 
men and for nations. But in Luden­ 
dorff it is neither wise nor foolish. 
It is mere echo. It represents not 
thought, but memory. 
It is the 
reverberation of an ancient phrase 
which, whether it means anything 
or not, can at least no longer have 
the meaning it had when it was 
first spoken. 
And that is the only 
meaning Ludendorff knows.

British Ro ad Tax 


The sum of 162,928,165 was re 
ceived from tax ation on road ve 
hides b y British revenue author 
tties in the last financial year. This 
money is devoted to the mainten 
ance of the main highways of the 
United Kingdom, a fact which has 
led to the tax often b eing errone 
ously referred to as a road tax . 
whidh it is not, as it is only in the 
last few years that the rights of 
local authorities to financial assist­ 
ance from 
national 
sources 
has 
b een recognized. 
This report of the administration 
the road fund issued b y the min 
istry of transport covers the first 
complete 
financial 
year 
under 
which the new 
rates 
of 
license 
duties on motor vehicles have b een 
in operation, and 
the 
payments 
made from the funds, for the same 
period amount to $49,611,965. 
The tax on motor cars actually 
produces $53,975,000, and with the 
b alance b rought forward from the 
prevous year the fund now totals 
$83,052,740, of which $79,072,150 is 
invested In government securities 
Against this credit* b alance, how 
ever, certain heavy commitments 
are due to fall upon the fund In 
the course of the nex t few years 
so $56,115,000 have b een provision 
ally set aside to liquidate these lia­ 
b ilities as they come due, which 
leaves the ministry with $23,950,- 
000 in hand on the road fund ac­ 
count. 
The fund has b een particularly 
useful In aiding schemes or road 
construction, promoted especially 
to 
relieve 
unemployment, 
and 
grants to local authorities for this 
purpose, represent for new roads 
$7,945,555, for widening and other 
Improvements, $7,861,960, an® for 
road works carried out under the 
supervision of the m inistry $6,848,- 
300. 
In addition to emergency un­ 
employment schemes, grants have 
b een made In respect of wrtfk car­ 
ried out on first and second-class 
roads and b ridges, totaling $40,- 
540,135, while $4,193,859 has b een 
spent for other repair purposes.—

have "gone under" because of the 
burden, he stated, and the situation 
is one tht demands the attention 
of Congress. 
The farmers have 
been hit by high taxes and big 
mortgages made at war prices at 
the v# ry time the prices of their 
farm products have shown a big 
slump. 
Many 
foreclosures 
and 
bank­ 
ruptcies have resulted, 
Mr. Sin­ 
clair claimed. 
To prove 
his 
statements, Mr. 
Sinclair presented information he 
had collected from questionnaires 
sent to country bankers in Minne­ 
sota, North Dakota, South Dakota 
and Montana. 
He expressed the 
opinion that similar conditions pre 
vailed in other farming sections. 
In the face of decreased prices 
for their products, the farm ers in 
Minnesota, according to informa­ 
tion placed in the official hearings 
of 
the 
senate 
committee, 
a r e 
struggling under taxes 42 per cent 
higher than three years ago. 
In 
North Dakota, 
taxes 
are 77 per 
cent higher; in South Dakota, 33 
per cent and In Montana, 26 per 
cent. 
Big Tax Rite 
"The total taxes 
in 
the four 
states 
of 
Montana, 
Minnesota 
North Dakota and South Dakota 
increased from $ 9 9 ,000,000 in 19 16 
to $ 206,000,000 in 19 21,” says Mr. 
Sinclair. "That is an overhead that 
had to be met, a constant, con­ 
tinuing overhead. I estimated that 
the cost of 
government 
has in­ 
creased 200 per cent over that of 
pre-war days. 
“The farm mortgage 
indebted­ 
ness has increased from $ 169 .000,- 
000 in 19 10 in those four states to 
$ 530,000,00 in 19 20, an increase of 
more than 300 per cent. 
"That is an overhead also that 
has to be met. 
It wasn’t so diffi­ 
cult to meet these overheads when 
wheat was $ 3.50 a bushel, but when 
the farmer gets leRs than 9 0 cents, 
as he got this fa * and as he is 
continuing to get at certain points 
in the 'West today, I do not see 
how we can say that the price 
which the 
farmer 
ought to get 
should be down 
to 
the pre-war 
basis. 
I do not see how it is pos­ 
sible to pay off his overhead alone, 
let alone anything left over for the 
family. 
High Rate Paper 
"In addition to that, short-time 
paper—commercial paper—has ad­ 
vanced in the bank in 
the 
ninth 
Federal reserve 
district 
in 
ten 
years from about $ 700,000,000 to 
$ 1,200,000,000. 
That 
short-time- 
paper is usually higher rate paper, 
and a higher rate is charged for 
that paper than 
for 
farm mort­ 
gages. 
That is an overhead that 
has to be paid also, a continuing, 
constant overhead that is working 
day and night. 
I would like to 
see some plan worked out where 
the farmer would be able to carry 
these 
overheads 
on a dollar a 
bushel, but I do not see how it 
can be done. 
Mr. Sinclair then placed in the 
committee’s records long lists of 
tax delinquent sales 
for various 
counties in the Northwest. 
As examples 
he 
cited the tax 
lists on McKenzie 
and 
McLean 
counties, North Dakota. 
On the 
former 4800 farms were listed for 
sale for failure to pay taxes and

Opening determined warfare on 
the practice of allowing silt to en­ 
ter the stream in 
the 
Silverado 
canyon, a practice which they as­ 
sert has already caused thousands 
of small trout to die, sportsmen of 
Orange county may resort to court 
action against a mining company 
in the canyon, it was learned here 
today. 
Emptying of silt, or “tailings,” 
into the stream from the mine dur­ 
ing recent rains has wrought havoc 
with a large 
percentage 
of 
ap­ 
proximately 10,000 trout fry planted 
in the Silverado canyon last fall, 
according to a prominent angler. 
“Twelve cans of the little fish 
were 
planted 
in 
the 
Silverado 
stream late last year,” this angler 
said. 
“The cost of these fish, to­ 
gether with the expense of plant­ 
ing them, may be conservatively 
estimated 
at 
twenty five 
cents 
each,” this angler said. 
“Thus, if 
the silt killed all of them, it would 
mean a loss of $2,500. 
Claim Big Loss. 
“ Not only has 
irreparable 
loss 
been caused so far, but, because 
the occurrence must be reported to 
the state fish and game commis­ 
sion, it is a foregone conclusion 
that the commission 
will 
hence­ 
forth decline to apportion trout fry 
to be planted in a stream wThere 
such conditions are permitted to 
obtain.” 
County Game Warden W. E. Ad- 
kinson, who 
investigated, stated 
that for a distance of a mile below 
the mining property in the Silver­ 
ado he was unable to find one live 
trout in the stream. 
Whpreas Adkinson did not make 
the qualified assertion 
that 
silt 
which mine 
executives 
admitted 
having emptied into the stream was 
directly responsible for killing the 
fish, at the same time he said that 
the presence of heavy deposits of 
silty sediment in the water and the 
absence of any fish left room for 
only one obvious conclusion. 
“ Trout cannot exist in streams 
that contain silt such as emanates 
from the Silverado mine,” said Ad­ 
kinson. 
Su b stan ce Like Cemen t. 
“ The stuff gets into their gills,” 
he continued, “and prevents them 
from breathing. 
The substance is 
just like cement. 
When it sets it 
becomes as hard as rock. 
Its ad­ 
hesive qualities are such that when 
you get it on your hands soap is 
of no avail to remove it from your 
hands. 
Naturally, the silt is a foe 
of trout.” 
Adkinson conferred w'ith District 
Attorney A. P. Nelson with regard 
to bringing criminal action against 
the mining company. 
While Nel­ 
son pointed out that to permit silt 
to enter a trout stream is a punish­ 
able offense, at the same time it 
would be difficult to obtain a con­ 
viction unless witnesses were pro­ 
duced who could testify to having 
found dead fish in a stream.

The present Co ngress seems dispo sed to end its 
career o n March 4 witho ut making the reappo rtio n­ 
ment o f representatives that regularly fo llo ws a 
decennial census.

fective until ratified also by Italy and France. 
The decisio n o f France, ho wever, remains do ubt­ 
ful. 
There was pro mise o f favo rable actio n befo re 
France entered the Ruhr. 
No w, with military co m­ 
plicatio ns develo ping at a rapid and dangero us rate, 
the French go vernment may be in no mo o d to co n­ 
sider the limitatio n o f any kind o f fighting po wer 
fo r so me time to co me. 
Since the Italian navy is negligible in co mpariso n 
with tho se o f the three majo r sea po wers, the real 
respo nsibility fo r realizing the aims o f the Washing­ 
to n co nference will rest with America, Britain and 
Japan. 
These co untries all seem to have put the re­ 
strictio ns accepted by them in practical effect, with­ 
o ut waiting fo r French and Italian actio n.
